Sampson’s Warships to Convoy the 
Troops to Their Destination—A 
Concerted Attack on Porto Rico, 
Santiago and Havana, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, May 30.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) All doubts regarding the 
whereabouts of the Spanish sieet were 
removed by the receipt at the Navy 
Department shortly after midnight of 
a dispatch from Commodore Schley, 
stating that it was penned up in the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba. He said 


| tariner that he had seen the Spanish 


fleet and recognized it. A bulletin 
posted by the department reads: 

“Commodore Schley has seen the 
enemy in Santiago Harbor.” 

The point from which the dispatch 
was sent was not made public, but it 
probably came from one of the dispatch 
boats which touched at a port of 
Jamaica. It was very brief and con- 
tained no information as to the man- 
ner in which the commodore obtained 
a view of the fleet. But this lack of 
detail is entirely immaterial in com- 
parison with the actual knowledge that 
the fleet is still in the harbor. 

An armed expedition to Santiago may 
not succeed in driving the enemy's 
ships seaward by the use of heavy 
siege guns, and Cervera would remain 
snug and tight in Santiago Bay as 
long as war lasted. The war board 
has considered the matter in all its 
phases, and evidence that it believes 
the better plan is to bottle up the 
Spanish squadron securely so it cannot 
escape, even if American ships are not 
on guard, is given in dispaiches sent 
by the Navy Department to Tampa 
and Key West, making inquiries about 
the purchase of old schooners. Three 
of these vessels are wanted by the 
government for barring egress from or 
ingress to Santiago Harbor. If the plan 
contemplated is carried out, these 
schooners will be loaded with stone, 
scrap iron and other heavy material 
and sunk in the narrow channel 
through which Cervera’s ships entered. 
This channel is now only 100 feet wide, 
owing to obstructions placed there by 
the Spanish authorities. The dangers 
attending the accomplishment of this 
project are realized by naval officers 
who acknowledge that the attempt 
might fail. They say it would be first 
necessary to reduce the batteries at 
the harbor entrance. This much done, 
the dangerous and difficult task of sail- 
ing the schooners into the mouth of 
the harbor, scuttling them and rowing 
away in small boats, would remain for 
the officers and men assigned to the 
duty. Whether the scheme will be at- 
tempted has apparently not been de- 
cided, but it is known that inquiries 
abuut schooners have been made.

Regulars Arrive at San Francisco, 


Sunday in Camp.

PORT AU PRINCE (Hayti,) May 29. 
Two Italians who set out from San- 
tiago de Cuba in a small boat on May 
19 and landed near Mole St. Nicholas 
on the 22d, arrived here today bring- 
ing information as to the situation at 
Santiago.

WAITING FOR THE NECES- 
SARY AUTHORITY, 


Early Execcution of Contracts Makes 
Possible the Increase in the 
Strength of the Pacific 
Department. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 29.—The State De.- 
partment has mailed to Gen. Merritt 
his exhaustive instructions for the gov- 
ernment of the Philippines, says the 
Washington correspondent of the Tri- 
bune. These embody not only full de- 
tails for the control of the military and 
naval forces, in establishing his sov- 
ereignty over the Philippine group, 
which were prepared by the War and 
Navy departments for incorporation in 
the instructions, but are understood to 
clothe the commanding general with 
greater discretionary powers than have 
ever up to this time been granted to an 
agent of this government. Except in 
his relations with foreign powers, 
growing out of possible complications 
in the East which are to be referred to 
Washington for negotiations. Gen. 
Merritt’s control of affairs will be prac- 
tically supreme. The _instructiens 
throughout bear every evidence that 
the United States intends to preserve 
permanent control of the islands. 

In this connection, it is understood 
today, that arrangements are already 
being made to lay a cable from San 
Francisco by way of Hawaii, directly 
to Manila, and that the work will be 
undertaken as a matter of necessity 
the moment the authority for the ex- 


penditure can be secured from Con- 
gress. 

By direction of the President, formal 
orders have been prepared for issue 
today adding 8000 men to the Depart- 
ment of the Pacific, under Gen. Mer- 
ritt, increasing the force to 20,000 men. 
While Gen. Merritt was promised a 
week ago that this increase would be 
made if possible, difficulties insur- 
mountable in character were presented 
and it wads only upon the _ success 
achieved by the War Department yes- 
terday in securing the execution of 


certain contracts much earlier than an- 


ticipated, that it was found possible to 
redeem the promise. These related not 
only to the transportation, but to 
arms, ammunition, uniforms and other 
requisite equipments, it having been 
feasible up to this time, to secure these 
essentials for only 12,000 men. 

Gen. Merritt was informed last night 
of the improved prospects ‘for aug- 
menting his force and was reqested to 
designate such additional volunteer 
regiments from the East as he desired 
for duty in the Philippines, with the 
assurance that his wishes would be 
respected. It is understood that he 
conjemplated asking for at least one 
regiment from New York, another 
from Illinois and the District of Co- 
lumbia regiment for the third. It is 
aiso likely Col. Jay .Torrey’s Mounted 
Rocky Mountain riflemen will be added 


to the expedition, which is thus far 
deficient in the cavalry arm. 
FAITH IN THE INSURGENTS,

LONDON, May 30.—A dispatch to 
the Standard from Key West, says: 

“Intelligence has been received here 
from Cuba that a portion of the army 
of Gen. Gomez, consisting of 300 cav- 
alry and 500 infantry, on Saturday, at 
Dania light, attacked, captured and 
held for two hours the town of Reme- 
dios, in the province of Santa Clara. 

“The Cubans were under the com- 
mand of Carillo, and the object of the 
attack was to capture a supply of pro- 
visions sent three days before to the 
Spanish troops, who numbered 3000 
men. 

“The Cubans looted the place of ev- 
erything edible, which was sent to Gen. 
Gomez, as well as 304 Mauser rifles 
and 30,000 rounds of ammunition.

The Spaniards 
lost thirty-two killed and sixty-three 
wounded.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Sunday 
passed uneventfully in official circles, 
and was characterized by an entire 
lack of any information from army 
or navy sources. 

Not a single bulletin on any subdject 
was displayed by the Navy Depait- 
ment. A number of dispatches were re- 
ceived at the department during the 
day and messages sent, keeping the 
clerks somewhat occupied.

The Presi- 
Gent also red a comparatively quiet 
duy In conformity with his custom he 
attended church in the morning, ac- 
cumpanied by a ielative from Canton, 
uow in the city.

In the afternoon, the President took 
a drive in the suburbs. Secretary Al- 
ger, Gen. Miles and some of their as- 
sistants were at the War Department 
during the day, and the three Assistant 
Secretaries of State spent some time in 
their offices. 

Capt. Goodrich of the auxiliary 
cruiser St. Louis, which returned to 
New York yesterday from her cruise in 
the West Indies, was at the Navy De- 
partment in the morning for consulta- 
tion with the officials in regard to the 
future movements of the ship and in- 
crease of her armament. 

About twenty Governors of States 
and Territories have replied to Secre- 
tary Alger’s telegrams asking for their 
views regarding the filling of the pres- 
ent volunteer regiments to their maxi- 
mum strength before beginning the 
formation of new organizations. Some 
of these indicate a preference’ for the 
recruiting of entirely new regiments, 
as under the first call, leaving the pres- 
ent organization with the numter of 
men now contained in them, though 
practically all promise the government 
any amount of troops that are wanted. 
It is the President's desire, however, 
that the organizations already formed 
shall be filled to their strength, as the 
law provides, and this policy will be 
carried out in recruiting under second 
cail. Apportionment to the States has 
been made up, but not yet given to the 
pubtic. 

Through urgent representations to 
Secretary Alger some of the States 
were permitted, under the first call, to 
furnish a greater number of troops 
than they were legally entitled to on 
the basis of population. Consequently 
in raising the 75,000 men under the sec- 
ond call, these inequalities will be 
remedied as far as practicable, with 
the result that some of the States may 
not be called on to furnish any of the 
men needed. This course probably may 
give rise to discortentment in States 
where men are ready to serve, but it 
is regarded as the only fair way to 
proceed.

GEN. SHAFTER RECEIVES ORDERS 
TO EMBARK HIS TROOPS, 


Transports at Tampa to He at Once 
Leaded and Canvoyed to Some 
Cuban Port by Ships of Admiral 
Sampson’s Squadron. 

TIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES, | 
WASHINGTON, May 29.—[ Exclusive 


Dispatch.] Gen. Shafter received an 
order this morning to embark his 
troops. To receive them there are 


thirty odd ships lying at the dock at 
Tampa, and Sampson is moving toward 
Key West to convoy the troop ships to 
Cuba. 

Unless something unforeseen happens 
the plan that was to have been put 
in operation on May 4 will be executed 
before the end of the week. Every- 
thing is moving upon the certainty felt 
that Cervera’s squadron securely 
locked in Santiago Harbor. Secretary 
Long admitted tod&y that be had ad- 
vices from Schley that the commodore 
is there with his whole squadron and 
two or three vessels he got from Samp- 
son When the organization of the 
squadrons took place a week or more 
agzv. 


Further than that the Seoretary 
would say nothing. Some -f his sub- 


ordinates knowing, or, rather feeling, 
that Spain is practically powerless so 
far as naval force is concerned, were 
not so reticent. They said Schley has 
twelve ships off Santiago. 

Gen. Shafter’s orders, according to 
the meager hints as to their nature ob- 
tainable at the War Department, are 
‘merely to get aboard the transports, 
sail away and then open another pack- 
age which will direct him as to where 
he shall take his troops. Sampson's 
instructions are to convoy the trans- 
port ships and coéperate with the land 
forces under Gen. Shafter’s directions, 

The destination is a purely specula- 
tive point so far as any persons besides 
the President, Secretary Alger, Secre- 
tary Long, Gen. Miles and Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin are concerned. Three objective 
points are mentioned in speculation. 
They are: Some point near Havana, 
Santiago and Porto Rico. But San- 
tiago is the point where the navy offi- 
cers: think the land operations ought 
to begin. Such a plan they have con- 
tended would serve three purposes, viz: 

It would bring an overwhelming 
naval force into the neighborhood of 
the Windward Passage, to the north or 
seuth of which any Spanish _ relief 
squadron would have to pass en route 
to any Cuban port or the American 
depot of supplies, Tampa: 

Second, it would provide sure 
means of cutting off Cervera if by any 
chance he should escape from Santiago 
through the first line of the blockade. 

Third, the whole force of the army 
and navy would be exerted upon Cer- 
vera, for with American ships in front 
of the harbor and the troops operating 
in the rear, supplies would be cut off, 
and starvation alone would compel the 
Spanish admiral to give up. Incident- 
ally, in addition to the three reasons 
mentioned for such a plan of opera- 
tions, the stationing of such a large 
fleet at the east end of Cuba would 
make it easy to watch Porto Rico at 
the same time. 

There is one great objection to the 
plan. It involves the transportation of 
the troops by water about eight hun- 
dred miles, which is 650 miles further 
than an attack on Havana would mean. 
Then. again, going to Santiago would 
mean at least two, and possibly three 
nights on shipboard. Spain’s’ ships 
would be the only sources of danger, 
hut the authorities are proceeding upon 
the almost morai certainty that there 
are no Spanish war vessels, except one 
torpedo-boat destroyer and a few patrof 
tugs. in West Indian waters that are 
net under Schiey’s watchful eyes. 

The orders for the forward move- 
ment are said to be the result of a con- 
sultation held at the White House last 
night, at which dispatches from Schley 
and Sampson were garefully consid- 
ered. The only point then was, as it 
has been since the first part of the 
month: “Has Cervera been rendered 
helpless?” 

That question caused the suspension 
of the orders for the invasion on May 
Ever since May 4 there have been! 
daily rumors of a forward movement, 
also reports that the President was 
satisfied that Cervera had been disposed 
of. Besides these there were a few 
hundred reports that the invasion would 
go forward whether Cervera was bot- 
tled or free as air, Dut until today there 
have been no such orders, and at no 
time has there been any serious talk of 
disregarding the menace of Cervera's 
squadron. 

The movement of troops will. prob- 
ably, inside of ten days, include all at 
Tampa, Mobile, New Orleans and some 
from Chickamauga. After the first ex- 
pedition is settled, the rest cf the 100,-|

ORDERS TO EMBARK. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

NEW YORK, May 2,--A dispatch 
to the Tribune from Washington says: 

“Orders have at last gone forward to 
Maj.-Gen. Shafter at Tampa to em- 
bark the greater portion of his corps. 
including all the regulars and a few of 
the most efficient volunteer regiments. 
on board the transports gathered at 
that place. and the aggressive military 
movement which has been so frequently 
predicted, and so often delayed for one 
cause or another, is an accomplished 
fact before the end of this week. 

Simultaneously the most rigid censor- 
ship of press dispatches that has so far 
been undertaken by the government 


and Key West tonight. and no mes- 
sage relating to the movements of 
troop ships. or in any way speculating 
upon the expedition will be permitted 
on the wires. 

Gen. Shafter himself will have sealed 
orders, whose contents will be’ known 
only to Gen. Miles and Gen. Corbin 
until the expedition is safely at sea. 

Admiral Sampson's sole inctructions 
will be to guard the expedition and to 
coéperate with Gen. Shafter under the 
latter’s direction. 

HASTY ORDERS DISPATCHED. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. | 

NEW YORK. May 30.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] “A Washington special to 
the Journal says: “After the midnight 
conference at the Navy 
over Schley's dispatch, Gen. Miles, who 
was also present, sent half a dozen tele- 
grams informing the leading officers of 
the army of the news and issuing or- 
ders for the immediate movement of 
troops. 

“Troops and transports will begin to 
move within the next twenty-four 
hours. The blockade of Havana will 
be continued by Watson's mosquito fleet 
and two monitors, while Sampson will 
assign vessels to convoy thirty-two 
transports lying at Tampa with steam 
up and ready to sail at two hours’ no- 
tice. 

“The plan as it appears at this hou 
involves the capture of Porto Rico be- 
fore the end of the week. At the same 
time troops will be landing on the Cu- 
ban coasts. 

“The warships convoying the trans- 
ports to Porto Rico will proceed as 
rapidly as possible until within twenty 
miles of the Porto Rican coast. There 
p the warships will assemble for battle 
and proceed direct toward San Juan, 
the fortifications of which will be bom- 
barded until the entrance of the bay 
-will be free. 

“The transports will then be sum- 
moned and the occupation of the island 
will begin. In addition to the landing 
of a large army and a strong engineer- 
ing detachment at San Juan, the un- 
fortified towns of Ponce, Mayaguez, 
Aguidilla, Arecebio, Fajardo, Naguabo 
and Arroyo will be invested with compe- 
tent forces. As soon as San Juan is 
taken it will at once be refortified to 
guard against an attack by the Cadiz 
fleet. 

“It is expected that today transports 
propetly convoyed and containing 5000 
troops will be sent to join Schley. 
These soldiers will effect a landing and 
act in conjunction with the insurgents 
in the rear of Santiago. 

“The bombardment of the Havana 
fortifications, particularly Moro Castle, 
mav be ordered by the Navy Depart- 
ment tomorrow. Two monitors, at 
least. in that event, could be used.” 

INSPIRED ADVICES. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

NEW YORK, May 30.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Tribune has evidently 
inspired advices from Washington that 
orders have been sent to Gen. Shafter 
at Tampa, to embark the greater por- 
tion of his corps, including all the 
regulars and a few of the most effi- 
cient volunteer regiments on board 
transports there for an aggressive 
military movement. The most rigid 
censorship of press dispatches that has 
so far been undertaken by the govern- 
ment was put into operation at Tampa 
and Key West tonight.

STALKING THE ENEMY. 


COMMODORE SCHLEY'’S HUNT FoR 
THE SPANISH SQUADRON.

For Rensons That Seemed Piausible 
He Believed That Cervera Had 
Taken Refage in Clenfuegos 
Harbor — Vigeorous Reconnolter- 
ing.

OFF CIENFUEGOS (Cuha,) May 


—The squadron assigned to special 
duty. which feund its first nucleus, 
the “flying squadron, left Key West 


Thursday, May 19. It consisted of the 
armored cruiser Brooklyn, flying the 
commodore’s flag of Winfield Scott 
Schley,.and under command of Capt. 
Francs A. Cook: the battleship Massa- 
chusetts,commanded by Francis J. Hig- 
ginson: the battleship Texas, co ™m- 
manded by John W. Phillips. and the 
Scorpion, converted* yacht, commanded 
by Commander Adolph Marix. 

Commander Schley's orders were to 
proceed to Cienfuegos, where he would 
be joined by the lowa, then taking cval 
at» Key West, the Marblehead and | 
Nashville and two torpedo boats. The 
lowa, tirst-class Lattleship, in command 
of Capt. Evens; the Marblehead, third- 
rate cruiser, in command of Comman- 
der Bowman H. McCalla, and the 
Nashville, third-rate cruiser, com- 
mand of Washburn Maynard, together 
witn the torpedo boats, and perhaps 
some fast gunboats, it is believed, make 
an invincible squadron. Less than 
two hours out from Key West, and 
while running to the svuthwest, the 
cruiser Marblehead was seen going to 
the northeast. She signaled that she 
was running into Key West for coal. 

A half-hour later the converted 
yacht Wasp was sighted and the Secor- 
pion, at Commodore Schley’s orders, 
was sent out to intercept her and get 
news. She reported that the blockade 
at Ciefuegos has been praciicaily aban- 
doned by the small fleet that had done 
such splendid work there, having re- 
ceived the United States government's 
notice that the Spanish flest was sup- 
posed to be heading in that direction. 
She also reported that ‘he Nashville 
had blown out one of her starbvard 
high-pressure cylinder heads and was 
steaming in slowly for repairs. There 
had been no firing at Cienfuegos since 
the cable-cutting episode. The Wasp 
was allowed to proceed. ‘The squadron 
took an eleven-knot speed. and after 
the ships were cleaned of the dirt 
made by taking on coal, active prepata- 
tions for battle were made, the decks 
being stripped for action and the main 
batteries loaded. 

At 1 o’clock the Nashville passed the 
squadron within hailing distance, 
bound for Key West. She signaled her 
number and destination and was not 
stopped. 

Friday morning at 9 o’clock, when 
just in sight of Cape San Antonio 
light, the lights of two steamers were 
made out on the horizon. A call to 
the guns and to prepare for action 
awakened the greatest enthusiasm 
among the officers and men, and much 
disappointment was manifest when the 
strangers were made out to be the 
United States cruiser Cincinnati and 
the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, Capt. 
Chester of the Cincinnati came aboard 
the Brooklyn, and gave to Commodore 
Schley a summary of their patrol work 
about the coast. They hed not seen 
the Spanish fleet or any indication of 
it. Capt. Cook, the captain of the Cin- 
cinnati, said that he believed it to be 
of no utility to attempt to land muni- 
tions of war on the coast unless we 
landed troops also, for absolutely no 
dependence could be ptaced on the 
insurgents for assistance. He believed 
that the arms and ammuniticn already 
landed were in the hands of the Span- 
ish. The insurgent ieader had not 
shown any interest in the matter, but 
had claimed to have been insulted be- 
cause communications sent him at 
great risk of life were not officially ad- 
dressed. The Cincinnati and the Ve- 
suvius left for Key West to get coal. 

Saturday at 5 o'clock Cienfuegos was 
sighted. Sunday morning, at 7:30, 
while at breakfast a torpedo boat was 
seen near the entrance of the harbor. 
There was a quick cali to general 
quarters, but the boat disappearing. 
breakfast was resumed At 8 o’clock 
the smoke of a steamer was ¢£2en to 
the northwest. It proved to be the 
torpedo boat Dupont with dispatches 
for the fleet. A close inspection cf the 
harbor of Cienfuegos, failed to 
reveal any indicativa of the Span- 


ish fleet. The shore batteries de- 
fiantly raised their Spanish stand- 
ard. A group of eavalry owas 


seen at one point, but no attempt was 
made to fire on them. At noon the 
lowa steamed within sight and joined 
the squadron. 

Commodore Schley allowed the men: 
to cheer, and “Fighting Bob” and his 
splendid ship were cheered to the 
echo. The Iowa announced that the 
Marblehead, Castine, and collier Mer- 
rimac would be here in the morning. 
At 5 o’clock, Commodore Schley took 
his squadron, now a most formidable 
aggregation of ships, and ran close in 
to Cienfuegos Harbor, discovering that 
there were no warships there, but only 
a few schooners and small gunboats. 

“It is the Spanish squadron I am 
looking for,”’ said the fighting commo- 
core, “and not a few almost ruined 
Spanish subjects in Cuba,” and so not 
a shot was fired. 

At 8 o’clock the Scorpion was sent 
away to Santiago de Cuba, 300 miles 
distant, for the purpose of communi- 
cating with the Minneapolis or the 
Harvard, either of which is supposed to 
be there, so that they could take dis- 
patches from the fleet to Hayti for di- 
rect cable to the United States Navy 
Department. The Minneapolis, which 
is still attached to the flying squadron, 
left Hampton Roads one day later than 
the rest of the squadron, and went to 
the east, completing with the rest of 
the squadron, a complete circuit of the 
isiand. 

Sunday evening on the flagship the 
men in the port turret had signs painted 
to put over their guns, and labelled 
tae guns the Dewey and the Schiey. 
and in the starboard turret they 
named them the Farragut and the 
Cushing, and in the other turret the 
Kid McCoy and John L. Sullivan. One 
ot the 5-inch guns was named the Paul 
Jones and in Lieut. Rush’s aft 8-inch 
turret, two big guns were named the 
Lawrence and the Perry. 

Monday morning. May 23, great ex- 
citement was caused by news that the 
Spanish fleet was at Santiago de Cuba. 
The news was brought by the Hawk, 
the converted yacht, which came from 
Key West with the gunboat Castine. 
and the collier Merrimac. Her captain 
said that the Minneapolis which had 
been sent scouting through the Wind- 
ward Passage, had discovered the fleet | 
on Thursday morning. and had run to 
Hayti and cabled. The Hawk came 
down with all speed. Much concern 
was felt for the safety of the Scorpion, 
which left Sunday night bearing dis- 
patches from Commodore Schley and 
the Associated Press correspondent. 
The work of coaling all the vessels was 
proceeded with immediately, and ac- 
tively continued all the morning. ° 


PLANS CHANGED. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898. ; 

OFF CIENFUEGOS, May 24.—The 
plan to seek the Spanish fleet at San- 
tiago de Cuba, where it was believed 
to be, was changed later, May 24, by 
the information brought by the British 
ship Adula, stopped outside of Cien- 
fuegos blockaded by order of Commo- 
dore Schley. Lieut. Simpson of the 
flagship Brooklyn was sent to hoard

her and received valuable informa- 
tion. 

Capt. Walker said he was bound for 
Cienfuegos with an order of Consul 
Dent at Kingston, Jamaica, to bring 
off Seaman Hoffem of the United 
States ship Niagara, lying in the hos- 
pital there with a broken leg, and 
such neutrals and other Americans as 
he could find there. He had visited 
this same port some ten days ago, 
and had taken 327 passengers, of whom 
only four were citizens of the United 
States. He was in Santiago de Cuba 
on May 1 last on his way to Jamaica, 
and while in port there. the batteries 
opened fire on two American warships 
lying off the harbor. The tiring began 
at 12 o'clock and lasted until 1:30 p.m. 
The ships were the St. Louis and the 
Wampatuck. 

At midnight the next day he saw 
the lights of seven ships about seventy 
miles south, one-half west of Santiago 
de Cuba, and believed they were the 
Spanish fleet, for the next day, when 
he arrived at Kingston, there was a 
cablegram announcing the arrival of 
the fleet there. He saw nothing of the 
American ships. He had been told 
later that the ‘Spanish ships only 
stayed there for a day and then left 

Perhaps the most important infor- 
mation to him was that given by pilots 
at Cienfuegos and Santiago, which. of 


course, may not be entirely reliable. 
It was that twenty-seven — electric 
mines had been laid in Cienfuegos 
Harbor, but that they did not work 


well and that the electric connestions 
were broken and the mines would be 
fixed so as to #xplode by conta>t 

The statements of those on board 
the British ship led Commodore Schley 
to take a different view of the mat- 
ter, and instead of running right on 
to Santiago. he concluded. to remain 
at Cienfuegos and investigate the har- 
bor, believing that if not already hid- 
den, they would come aiong the coast. 

The harbor is very deep and runs in 
behind the hills. It is reached by two 
sharp turns, thence up a narrow pas- 
sage only wide enough for a single 
ship to* pass. Commodore Schiey ex- 
pected every hour to hear from the 
Minneapolis or the Harvard, and in 
the mean time thoyght 1t wise to wait 
until the British steamer came out, 
suspecting that perhaps they might not 
let him come out, which would indi- 
cate the presence of the enemy. The 
Hawk was sent to Key West with dis- 
patches and mail. 

On Tuesday, May 24, the officers and 
men were routed out of their quarters 
in a hurry, the officer of the deck hav- 
ing announced that smoke of three 
steamers on the horizon to the south 
was visible. The alacrity and the en- 
thusiasm with which the men got to 
the guns was remarkable. 

Whenthethree ships heve ‘hulls up” 
on the horizon, they proved to be the 
United States cruiser Marblehead and 
the two converted yachts Eagle and 
Vixen. The Marblehead brought out 
mail and telegrams. Commander Mc- 
Calla told Commodore Schley that the 
shore signals which the fleet saw Mon- 
day were from the insurgents who had 
agreed with him before he left the lo- 
cality to communicate. 

At this writing Commodore Schley 
believes the Spanish fleet to be in the 
vicinity of Clenfuegos, and an attempt 
to force an entrance into the rbor 
may be made tonight. Commodore 
Schley’s belief as to the locality of the 
fleet is that there is railroad connec- 
tion with Havana and none from San. 
tiago: that the fleet came here as 
soon as they found that the blockade 
had been raised by the United States 
fleet prior to the arrival of the flying 
squadron. 

The squadron is now a_ heavy and 
formidable one. Three thousand rounds 
of ammunition were transferred to the 
Marblehead this morning. and there 
was an attempt made to land it. 


LIFE ON BLOCKADE DUTY 


IT HAS ITS BRIGHT AS WELL AS 
iTS SIDES. 


Smaller Craft of the Navy Having 
a Good Deal of Fan in Cuban 
Waters — Shooting Sharks and 
Sea Fowl! In Rare Sport,

KEY WEST. May 27.—[Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.}] Life on 
blockade duty has its bright, as. well 
as its dull sides. While the large ves- 
sels of the blockading fleet are envied 
by the smaller craft asthose likely to 
“be in at the death,” inanaval battle 
the boats of the mosquito fleet are the 
only ones at present getting the benefit 
of the sport attendant upon a summer 
cruise in southern seas. 

The battleships and cruisers stand 
too high out-of .water and the decks 
of the monitors lie too low, often being 
buried under the water, to offer fair 
advantage for fishing, shooting or other 


sports. The gunboats, yachts and dis- 
patch boats, on the other hand, al- 
though used to a iife of scouting, 


patrolling and coast service, are espe- 
cially adapted by reason of their little 
draught and low freeboard to follow 
the chase after fish and fowl! while ful- 
filling the duties to which the are as- 
signed. 

Off Diana Key. commanding the en- 
trance to Cardenas Harbor, there was 
a gunboat placed to prevent the escape 
of the Spanish gunboats said to bottled 
up there. The men spent the day 
ashore shooting gulls and hunting eggs 
on the sclitary reefs, which were 
thickly populated by sea fow! of every 
description. Under the lee of Point 
Dacos light, the rocks form a natural 
breakwater, which renders bathing 
perfectly safe and secure from the un- 
welcome interference of sharks, which 
abound in Cuban waters. No better 
means of discovering masked batteries 
exists than that of offering to the 
enemy a human target ready to take a 
plunge in hostile waters. 

Off the Playa Bel Cove, east end of 
Moro Castle. where the upright plates 
of the City of Alexandria. jutting out 
of the restless waves, involuntarily re- 
minds one of the more recent wreck in 
Havana Harbcr. the hungry sharks of 
the gulf seem to have established their 
headquarters. Fifteen or twenty of 
these brown-skinned, white-bellied 
monsters hang around a passing vesse! 
or follow it for miles with their sharp- 
pointed fins sticking out of the water. 
A chunk of meat tossed overboard will 
bring three or four of these ravenous 
creatures to the surface, presenting an 
ample bullseye to the men, who pepper 
them with pistol and rifle shots. It is 
seldom that a shot buries itself in any 
vulnerable portion of the shark, but it 
affords rare sport and offers an excel- 
lent opportunity for rifle practice and 
good marksmanship. 

Taken all in all, life on blockade duty 


has its joys and pleasures. as well as |

RULES OF WAR. 


General Ordrr Namber One Handred

order No. 100 of April 4, 1863, compris- 
img instructions for the government of 
marines of tne United States in the 
field. have been re'ssued, and are he- 
ing sent to the varicus commanders for 
their guidance during the present con- 
flict with Spain. These instructions 
were prepared by Francis’ Lieber.

both France and Prussia in the War 
LeiwWween those countries five years 
after the civil conflict here. and were 
the bass upon which a general Euro- 
pean cenference afterward acted 


druwing up an agreement on this sub- 


every conceivable feature of 
conduct and usage in time of war, and 
a detinition of many of the terms used. 
Jbey cmbrace ten sections, as follows: 

“Section 1-——-Martial law. military 
jurisdiction, mi''tary necessity of re- 
taliation. 

“Sec. 2—LTublic and private property 
of the eneniy, protection of persons and 
especially of women, of religion, the 
arts and sciences, punishment of 
crimes against the inhabitants of nos- 
‘ile countrice, 

‘Sec. prisoners of war. 
hostages, booty on the battlefield. 

“Sec. 4—Partisans, armed enemies not 
belonging to the hositile army, scouts, 
aimed prowlers, war rebels. 
5—Safe conduct, spies, war 
traitors, captured messengers, abuse of 
the Nag of truce, 

“Sec. 6—-Exchange of prisoners, flags 
truce, Nags of protection. 

“Sec. --The parole. 

“Sec, &—Armistice, capitulation, 
“Sec. 9—Assassination. 

“Sec. 10—Insurrection, civil war, re- 
vpellron.” 

Martial taw is explained as simply 
military authority exercised in accord- 
ance with the laws under usages of 
war. A place, district or country oc- 
occupied by an enemy, stands, in con- 
sequence of the occupation, under the 
martial law ef the invading or occupy- 
ing army. It extends to the property 
and to persons, Whether they are sub- 
jects of the enemy or aliens of that 
government. Whenever feasible mar- 
tial law is carried out in cases of iIn- 
dividual offenders by military courts, 
but sentences of death shall be exe- 
cuted only with the the approval of the 
Chief Executive, provided the urgency 
of the case does not require a speedier 
execution, and then only with the ap- 
proval of the chief commander. Mar- 
tial law should be less” stringent in 
places in countries fully occupied and 
fairly conquered. 

Military necessity admits of all di- 
rect destruction of life or limb of 
“armed” enemies, and of other persons 
whose destruction is incidentally ‘“un- 
avoidable” in the armed contest of the 
war. Military necessity does not ad- 
mit of cruelty: that is, the infliction of 
suffering for the sake of suffering or 
for revenge, nor of maiming or wound- 
ing. excepting in fight. nor of torture 
to extort confessions. It admits of de- 
ception, but Gisclaims acts of perfidy. 

When a commander of a besieged 
place expels the non-combatants in 
order to lessen the number of those 
who consume his stock of provisions, It 
is lawful, though an extreme measure, 
to drive them back so as to hasten the 
surrender. 

Commanders, whenever admissible, 
inform the enemy's commanders of the 
intention to bombard a place, but ft is 
no infracton of the common law of 
war to omit thus to inform them. Sur- 
prise may be a necessity. 

Retaliation will never be resorted to 
as a measure of mere revenge, but only 
as a means of protective retribution 
and moreover, cautiously and unavoid- 
ably, that is to say, retaliation shall 
only be resorted to after careful in- 
quiry tnto the real occurrence, and if 
the character of the misdeeds may de- 
mand retribution. The more vigor- 
ously war is pursued the better it is 
for humanity. Sharp wars are brief. 

A victorious army appropriates all 
public money, seizes all public mova- 
ble property until further directed by 
its government, and sequesters for its 
own benefit, or that of its government, 
all the revenues of real property be- 
longing to the hostile government or 
nation. The title to such property re- 
mains in abeyance during military oc- 
cupation and until the conquest is 
made complete. 

The United States acknowledge and 
protect in hostile countries occupied 
by them, religion and morality: strictly 
private property: the persons of the 
inhabitants and especially those of wo- 
men and the sacredness of domestic 
relations. 

Deserters from the American army 
having entered the service of the en- 
emy suffer death, if they fall into the 
hands of the United States. 

It is against the usage of modern 
war to resolve in hatred and revenge 
to give no quarter. 

Outposts of sentinels or pickets are 
not to be fired upon except to drive 
them in, or when a positive order, spe- 
cial or general, has been issued to that 
effect. 

Whoever intentionally inflicts addi- 
tional wounds on an enemy already 
wholly disabled. or kills him. or or- 
ders that this shal] be done, shall suf- 
fer death. if convicted.

The ridiculous story “that Admiral 
Sampson's fleet apprvached San Juan 
on the morning of the 12th inst., show- 
ing the Spanish flag. and that crowds 
of enthusiastic people climbed the city 
wails to cheer for the fleet from the 
mother ccuntry, is believed in the isl- 
and, and the coast patrol fear a repeti- 
tion of the same trick. 

The Porto Ricans are especially fa- 
miliar with one American ship. and 
that is the Yale This big liner has 
been doing patro! duty around Porto 
Rico for some weeks, sometimes com- 
ing close in shore. Residents of the 
coast know her well, and she is called 
“The same boat as before! she with 
three smokestacks.” 

Her appearances have caused many 
false alarms that the Americans were 
returning. Whenever she is sighted the 


troops are ordered out. guns are 
trained, the Red Cross prepares for 
emergencies. and the vigilance and 
preparation is maintained until the 


Yale disappears. 

During the days immediately follow- 
ing the bombardment. food prices ad- 
vanced greatly in San Juan. This was 
partly because the country people were 
afraid to come into the citv. On May 
14 eggs sold in San Juan at five cents

SHIPBUILDERS TO RE CALLED 
AT ONCH TO THREF, 


Proposali« Will He Invited Within. 
Two Weekae—ost Not to Kaceed | 
Three Million Dollarse—Will Re 
Nenrly tdentical With the Iili- 
nois. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT: | 

NEW YORK, May 30.—The Navy! 
Department will call upon ship Suiliders 
tuday to prepare to build the 
battleships authorized by the present 
session of Congress with a limit of cost, 
excluding armament and armor, of $%'- 
000,000 each, says the Washington cor. 
respondent of the Tribune. 

Heretofore the limit of cost was 
somewhat larger, as it included armor, | 
the navy always building its own guns. | 
Vroposals will be invited under two. 
weeks, the first on the departmental | 
plans and specifications and the second 
upon designs to be furnished by the 
bidcers, which must, however, fully 
cover certain limitations laid down by 
the board of construction. 

This board, after continuous seesions 
for a month, has decided that the three 
new ships shall be almost indentical 
with the Illinois, the Wisconsin and the 
Alabama, now building at Newport 
News, San Francisco and Philadelphia, 
respectively, and in all probability one 
new vessel will be built at each of 
those places, the Cramps, the Scotts 
and the Newport News companies pos- 
sessing the patterns which will enable 
them to do the work more expeditiously 
and at less expense than other estalb- 
lishements. 

The circular which will be issued to- 
day provides for vessels of 11,500 tons 
displacement, with a coal capacity of 
1200 tons on a mean draught of twenty- 
three feet, a length of 368 feet and 72 
feet beam. The hull will be of steel! 
with double bottoms, and close water- 
tight subdivisions with ample free- 
board and berthing accommodations 
on deck above water. There will be no 
sails, but two auxillary masts with 
fighting-tops. Two lifeboats will be 
carried so,as to be rapidly lowered in 
all conditions of weather.

and there will be transverse armor for- 
ward and aft 12 inches thick. Bar- 
bettes for the 13-inch guns will be 15 


inches thick, except in the rear, where } 


they will be 10 inches. The turret ar- 
mor will be 14 inchés throughout. The 
ships’ sides above the armor belt as far 
as the main deck will be protected by 
5% inches of armor behind which coal 
is to be carried for further security. 
The vessels will have a protective deck 
throughout the entire length, 2% inches 
thick, where flat and 3 inches forward 
and 5 inches aft, where it is inclined. 
A callulose belt will be fitted along the 
sides of the whole length. The con- 
ning tower will be 10 inches thick and 
there will be an additional armored 
station aft 6 inches thick. All 6-inch 
guns will be protected by 5% inches of 
armor and by 1% inches splinter bulk- 
heads between the guns and smaller 
guns will have shield protection and 
extra side plating. 

The vessels will be driven by twin 
screws, with two vertical triple-expan- 
sion four-cylinder engines, one on each 
shaft, and in separate water-tight com- 
partments. There will be eight cylin- 
drical single-end boilers with a work- 
ing pressure of 210 pounds in four sep- 
arate water-tight compartments. 

These ships are to be completed under 
heavy penalty within two and on-half 
years. After they are delivered to the 
government, thier guns and other | 
equipment will be composed of four 
13-inch guns in two barbette turrets, 
one forward and the other afi, and ten 
6-inch rapid-fire guns in broadside on 
the main deck and four similar weapons 
on the upper deck with the superstruc- 
ture. 

A speed of 16 Knots is required, with 
heavy penalties for any deficiency, and 
if the vessel fails to make 15 knots she 
may be rejectd altogther.

WORKED ALL NIGHT. 


Los Angeles-street Fire Was Not Ex. 
tinguished Until Sanday Morning. 
The fire at Crandall, Aylesworth & 

Haskell’s, and the Pacific Crockery and 

Tinware Company’s store on Los An- 

geles street. near Commercial, was 

not extfmguished until nearly noon yes- 
terday. Two engine companies re- 
mained there all Saturday night direct- 
ing water on the ruins of the two 
stores, and the small bursts of flame 
which appeared occasionally were at 
once extinguished, until there was 
not a vestige of fire about the place. 

The ruined buildings were visited by 

thousands of people yesterday, and in 

order to keep them out of danger, a 

line was stretched in front of the build- 

ings, and a policeman kept all persons 
back who had no business there. It 
was discovered that there will be con- 
siderable salvage at both places. In 
order to reduce their loss, the store 
of the Union Hardware and Metal 

Company was thrown open so that 

the wet goods would dry at once. The 

loss to this company will not exceed 
the estimate published yesterday, 


The fact that the fire assumed such 


magnitude was not because the fire 
department did not respond promptly, 
for in less than two minutes after the 
cry of fire was raised, the No. 3 en- 
gine had a stream in the building. 
Chief Moore happened to be only. a 
block away from the place when the 
fire was discovered. He turned in the 
first alarm. and followed it imme- 
diately with a second, and a few min- 
utes later sounded the general alarm. 
“In such a fire as that,’”” said he last 
night. “what is needed is a volume of 
water at the start. Considering the 
material which fed the fire. it is not 
surprising that the fire gained such 
headway. It should be remembered 
that the largest engine in the depart- - 
ment had to run a mile. and some of 
the companies came more than three 


miles. What could one engine do to 
check such a fire? By the time the 
other companies got there, there was 


need of twice the number of engines 
now in service. The danger of a 
small department was demonstrated in 
the second fire. which occurred whnie 
the first was at its height. I had ta 
send two chemical engines to Sixth 
and Pearl streets, and had there been 
a large fire there. the loss would have 
been great. for We did not have 
enough to handle the first fire, to say 
nothing of the long run to the second 
one. 

Some of the streams that were turned 
into the building were obviously in- 
adequate in volume and force, and 
the lack of a wWater-tower was em- 
phasized by the failure to get a good 
stream into the building from the fiy- 
ing ladder. when it was first hoisted. 
The frequent bursting of! hose also 
handicapped the firemen.

The new tank which the trustees are 
constructing will be rmadyv to receive 
ou by July 1.0 When this one is full 
the trustees will have 110.000 barrels in 
storage in their own tanks. When 
asked whether they would go on bu ld- 
ing tanks and take advantage of the 
present low prices, Seerctary Strasbure 
replied: “Yes, if it sheuld be found 
necessary we will do so. We eshal' 
probably keep on building until we 
have a sufficient quantity of oil on 
hand to insure us being able to fill 
contracts tor the next two Vears, Once 
that is done. and the fact known. we 
Shall have fess difficulty in procuring 
}large orders than we have now. Take, 
for instance.” he went on to

EL PASO (Tex.,) May 29.—[Exciusive 
Dispatch.] Aliens living in Juarez, 
Mex., and filling positions on this side 
of the river, have been served with no- 
tices by their employers that they must 
either make their homes at El Paso or 
give up their positions. 

This stcp was taken by employers at 
instication of Moses Dillon, collec- 
customs at this point. He 
contly reecived instructions to rigidly 
enforce the United States alien law, 
which has for several years past been 
aimost totally disregarded here. 

The cigar manufacturers are the most 
affected by the rigid enforcement of 
this law. They employ large numbers 
Mexican and Spanish cigar-makers 
and many cf them live in Juarez. They 
have hitherto hoodwinked their em- 
ployers by exhibiting each month’s 
rental receipts to show that they occu- 
picd houses on this side of the river.

evidently impossible to expect such a 
rapid development of our fertile 
lands as would take place if we canld 
lay down products in the eastern mar- 
kets at « reasonable rate of freight. 
Wheat, salmon, lumber other 
products of the Coast would equaily 
share in the benefits to be derived 
from the construction of the canal, 
and, as one of the leading promoters 
of that enterprise has. said, the mo- 
the canal is completed it 
double the value of every acre of land 


on the Pacific Coast. 
There is, further, the important 
question of Asiatic commerce, for 


which the United States is beginning 
to reach out. In this direction alone. 
the canal would sson cover its cost. 
There is practically unanimous sen- 
timent among the people of the Pacific 
and Atlantic coasts, who have given 
any thought to the subject, that the 
Nicaragua Canal should con- 
structed without any unnecessary de- 
lay, and that it should be under Ameri- 
con control. That there is some opposi- 
tion to the project we know, for it 
is net long since Mr. Huntington 
openly stated that he was opposed to 
the building of the canal, or that 
he did not see the necessity for it. 
It is, however, not supposable that 
the malign influence which has de- 
layed the building of the harbor at San 
Pedro can possibly succeed in ob- 
Structing this most important and 
much-needed national enterprise. 


CRUISERS VERSUS BATTLESHIPS, 
The present war has not yet set- 
tled the question which has. been 
agitating naval men for many vears, 
©s to the relative merits of gunboats 
and battleships, but it has already 
brought prominently to light one 
very important question, namely, the 
grect value of armored cruisers. This 
has been strikingly shown by the ease 
with which the Spanish fleet suc- 
ceeded in making a quick trip across 
the Atlantic, and keeping the Ameri- 
cans guessing as to its whereabouts. 
A -Washington dispatch quotes a 
naval expert es saying that since the 
wer began we have been using vessels 
for purposes fer which their types 
unsuited them. For instance, the In- 
diana, Massachusetts and Oregon are 
coast-defense battleships. Yet they 
have been sent to sea cruising for the 
enemy, when they weré really in- 
tended for defensive purposes. Then 
we have been employing harbor-de- 
fense monitors for blockading  pur- 
poses,and for ofiensive warfare, the re- 
sult being to cripple the maneuvering 
quality of our fleet, and handicapping 
Reer-Admiral Sampson. seriously in 
his offensive and defensive operations. 

The United States has, so far, pro- 
ceeded on the theory that a defensive 
navy is all that we need. There is 
little deubt that henceforth more 
praminence will be given to the con- 
struction of armored cruisers, which 
eannct only put up a good fight, but 
also make speed. 


RENFFITS OF CO-OPEKATION. 

While some farmers in the United 
States are putting in most of their 
time in abusing present conditions, and 
running after more or less impossible 
theories, quite a number of those who 
cultivate the soil have gone to work, 
and have shown how easily farmers 
can help themselves when they have a 
will. 

The system of codperation among 
farmers is rapidly spreaging in this 
country, and great resulis have al- 
ready been achieved in this direction. 
The growth of the codperative cream- 
erv as a farmers’ enterprise, and along’ 
with it the development of qpopera- 
tion in all lines of trade, have been 
marked in the Northwest in the past 
year. Reports for the year are just in, 
and no State shows such a growth in 
the butter industry as does Minnesota. 
Not far from $55,000,009 was paid in 
Iowa, Wisconsin and Minnesota last 
year for butter and cheese exported, 
and though Minnesota has been at the 


business only since 1892, against 
twenty vears for the other two, its 


total was about a quarter of the whole. 

The idea ef codperation has not only 
pervaded the manufacture of butter in 
Mirnesota, but it has also extended tu 
all phases of rural life and business. 
“The fertile farming districts of Min- 
nesota. especially in counties where 
the buiter factories are most plenty, 
are full of grain-buying houses, ware- 
houses, general stores, lumber and coai

The 
banks at the county town of one 
county, in which there are twelve 
townships, 20,000 milch cows and 
twenty-seven creameries, have inter- 
est-bearing deposits by farmers alone 
averaging nearly a million dollars. The 
smallest agricultural county in the 
State last year sent to outside markets 
enough farm produce to bring back 
$1250 to each of its 1000 families. One 
county has had only two business fail- 
ures in the past three years, and only 
fifteen mortgage foreclosures in the 
same period. Three townships in the 
same county had, when taxes last be- 
came delinquent, not one cent of de- 
linquencies.”’ 

In Southern California there are a 
number of coéperative creameries, 
most of which are making money for 
the farmers. The benefits of co- 
operation have also been strikingly 
shown in this section in the coépera- 
tive movement for the marketing of 
the orange crop. It is hoped that a 
similar movement for the handling of 
the deciduous-fruit crop of this sec- 
tion will soon be perfected. In course 
of time we may also have here co- 
operation of sugar factories, of which 
there are about four hundred in Ger- 
many; but to make a success of this, 
American farmers will need a little 
more education in regard to the bene- 
fits of coOperation, and wiil also have 
to learn to pull together a little better. 


ABOUT WARSHIPS. 

For the benefit of numerous in- 
quirers, it may be stated that a 
“cruiser,” as the word is commonly 
understood in naval nomenclature, is a 
war vessel provided with powerful en- 
gines and capacity for a large amount 
of coal, giving her great speed and 
enabling her to make long jourgeys 
without recoaling. Aa armored cruiser 
is a cruiser carrying heavy armor on 
sides and deck, turrets, ete. A battle- 
ship carries heavier armor than an ar- 
mored cruiser, being designed for se- 
vere fighting, rather than for speed. 
A gunboat is a ves: -] (small as com- 
pared to the more powerful warships) 
fitted with one or more guns. Any 
small vessel mounting guns is a gun- 
boat. The term “protected cruiser” re- 
ers to a cruiser protected by a steel 
or iron deck. The ocean liners which 
have been converted into auxiliary 
cruisers are not armored. Guns are 
mounted on them and they are used 
principally as scouts and _ dispatch 
boats, on account of their great speed. 
A ram attacks an enemy by “butting” 
its steel prow into the hostile ship. 
We have one such vessel—the Katah- 
din—in our navy, but its efficiency in 
modern warfare is problematical. The 
President is the commander-in-chief of 
the land a_d naval forces of the United 
States.

HOLE IN HER HULK. 


CRUISER COLUMBIA CCLLIDES 
WITH A BRITISH SHIP. ,

An Aperture Stove in Her Starboard 
Side Large Enough to Admit a 
Corch and Four, 


THE OTHER VESSEL FOUNDERED 


IT WAS THE BIG IRON FREIGHT 
STEAMER FOSCOLIA. 


The Accident Took Place Off Fire Isl- 
and During a Dense Fog Satur- 
day Night—All Hands 
Were Saved, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, May 29.—When the 
United States cruiser Columbia, in 
command of Capt. Sanas, anchored off 
Tompkinsville, S. I., this afternoon, it 
was seen that she had a large jagged 
hole stove in her’ starboard side, 
abreast the mast and immediately for- 
ward of the after barbette. Above the 
water line, the hole extended about ten 
feet high and six feet wide. Just how 
far below the water line the cruiser 


‘was damaged could not be ascertained, 


and none of the naval officers would 
give any information in regard to the 
accident. 

As soon as the vessel came to anchor, 
the captain and crew, twenty-one in 
all, of the British steamer Foscolia, 
Which left this port yesterday with a 
cargo of machinery and general nier- 
chandise for Bordeaux, went ashore 
Neither the captain nor any of the 
British crew would talk. They ieft at 
once for New York to report the acci- 
dent to their agents. No one was al- 
lowed to go on board the Columbia, 
but to a reporter of the Associated 
Press who rowed out to the cruiser, 
@he officers of the deck made the fol- 
lowing brief statement: 

“About 7:40 p.m., the British ship 
Foscolia, in command of Capt. John 
Evans, collided with our vessel during 
a dense fog. We were then about eight 
miles southwest of Fire Island. We 
lowered two lifeboats and rescued the 
captain and crew, numbering twenty- 
one all told. We stood by until the 
Foscolia sank at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing. As soon as we arrived here we 
sent the rescued men ashore.” 

Further information in reference to 
the accident could not be obtained. 

About 4 o’clock one of the navy yard 
tugs steamed alongside the cruiser and 


delivered some messages from Rear- 
Admiral Bunce, commander of the 


navy yard at Brooklyn. A few minutes 
later, the Columbia headed for the 
Brooklyn yard, where it is supposed 
she will be dry docked and the eatent 
of her injuries ascertained. 

Capt. J. Evans of the Foscolia, after 
reaching here said regarding the col- 
lision: 

“The Foscolia cleared from this port 
at noon on Saturday with a general 
cargo of about twenty-two hundred 
tons. All went well until evening, 
when a heavy fog set in. I was on the 
bridge and ordered the lights up and 
the fog whistle kept going. As the fog 
grew denser, the speed of the ship was 
reduced to one-half. 

“About 8 o’clock, the lookout, John- 
son, on the forecastle, and Thompson 
on the bridge, reported a steamer on 
the port bow. Our lights were burn- 
ings brightly and the fog signal was 
whistling. I looked up and saw a big 
steamer with four funnels dead ahead, 
As the steamers were not 200 yards 
apart, I saw that a collision was in- 
evitable. I blew three whistles, and 
the epproaching vessel answered with 
vne blast. That was the first. time I 
heard the Columbia’s whistle. Instantly 
I ordered our engines full speed aster. 
The vessel s came together, however, 
with a terrible crash, and the bow of 
the Foscolia ran up on the cruiser’s 
armor belt and then cut through her 
spornsons. ‘They remained locked for 
a couple of seconds, but the backing 
of the Foscolia’s engines tore off her 
bow as far back as the first water- 
tight bulkhead. The wreckage stuck 
in the cruiser’s side above and below 
the water line, and caused the Colum- 
bia to list considerably. Had it not 
been for the bulging of the sponson 
from the side of the warship, the Fos- 
colia would only have struck the Co- 
lumbia a glancing blow. The bow of 
the Foscolia became wedged between 
the sponson, and the hull of the cruiser 
and the bow of my ‘boat was com- 
pletely wrenched_ off. 

“It was dead calm at the time of the 
collision. After backing away I saw 
that the injury to the Foscolia was 
serious, and instantly ordered the life- 
hoats launched. They were in the wa- 
ter in just four minutes, and my crew 
was ordered into them. I remained 
aboard the wreck with my five officers. 
My engineers, after trying the encsines, 
reperted them to be so badly damaged 
by the collision as to be incapable of 
working the ship. The Foscolia was 
leaking badly, and the pumps swvere 
started. The crew were sent aboard 
the cruiscr, which had a hole in her 
starboard side large enough to drive 
a team and carriage through. “he 
pumps were kept working until 10:*0 
Y.m., bet the Foscolia getting 
lower and lower in the water. 

“VYwo boats from the Columbia were 
standing by me, and Lieut. Williams. 
asked m2 at that hour what I intended 
doing. I replied that I would stand by 
iny ship until she went down. Then I 
ordered the officers into the lifeboat, 
and I remained at the main rigging 
while the steamship continued to sink. 
I got into the small boat and remained 
with my officers about fifty yards from 
the sinking ship. 

“Exactly at 3 a.m, the Foscolia went 
down head first in nineteen fathoms 
cf water. It reappeared again a few 
minutes later and then disappeared 
forever, stern first. None of my mea 
were hurt, but I cannot tell if all of 
the men en the Columbia escaped in- 
jury. T think not 

“The T'oscolia. which I commanded 
for twelve months, was an iron vessel 
of 980 tons net, and 1536 tons gross. 
launched at Lowe Eng., in 1879, and 
her hailing port is London. She was 
252 feet long, 34 feet beam and 22 feet 
7 inches” deep, —-wae—sehoener- 
rigged. had twa sts, a double deck. 
four bulkhee ds, pound engines and 
earried water ballest.” 


CARDENAS HARBOR CLOSED. 


Obstructions Placed in the Channel 
by Spaniards.

has been completely closed by the

low and other American torpedo boats. 
This fact was demonstrated yesterday 
by the attempt of the English steam- 
ship Myrtle Dene to enter the port to 
take on a cargo of sugar. - 
The Myrtie Dene had begun to take 
cargo when war \as dectared, and was 
ordered out by the American gunboat 


Machias. The steamer’s owners claimed 


that under the blockade proclamation 
she was entitled to thirty days to load, 
and Secretary of the Navy Long gave 
the ship permission to return and.com- 
plete her cargo. She found, however, 
that the harbor, was filled with sunken 
obstructions and could not get in. She 
lies outside of the harbor, uncertain 
whether to attempt to bring her cargo 
out on lighters, or wait for the war to 
end. 

The waters of Cardenas are too shal- 
low for big ships, and the Winslow 
tragedy probably closes the history of 
naval operations in that quarter. 


DRIFTING WITH THE TIDE 


HENRY NORMAN SIZES UP 
OLR WAR POLICY. 


How

He Has Been Unable to Discern That 
Our Statesmen Hav Any Setiled 
Iden of What to Do With the 
Fruits of Victory. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Henry 
Norman of the London Daily Chronicle, 
whose letters from this city during the 
Venezuelan boundary dispute, attracted 
such widespread attention, is in Wash- 
ington again as, war correspondent of 
his paper. Tonight he cabled the fol- 
lowing to the Chronicle, and through 
his courtesy the Associated Press is 
able to present the matter from this 
side: 

“Since my arrival I have sought dili- 
gently in all quarters for some outline 
or suggestion of the policy to be pur- 
sued by the United States in the im- 
mediate future. The result of the war 
is a foregone conclusion. Each day’s 
news has, therefore, only an incidental 
interest. But, wholly without inten- 
tion on the part of the administration, 
the country is rapidly approaching a 
situation where a decision is more mo- 
mentous than any for a century past 
must be taken. The results of this de- 
cision will affect European nations 
hardly less than America itself. Upon 
such matter I have been unwilling to 
say a word until convinced it was 
based on solid facts. 

“IT have conversed with almost every 
man, beginning with the highest, where 
authority will mold the issue, and with 
many other friends and new acquaint- 
ances representative of all shades of 
opinion. The inquiry has been like the 
search for a needle in a hay stack, and 
I have now reached the conclusion that 


| in this particular stack there is no 


needle at all. 

“I mean that neither in the White 
House, nor the State-Department is 
there any definite conviction or deter- 
mination in the future direction of the 
national policy with regard to the dis- 
posal of those islands over which the 
American flag will be flying when the 
war is over. This may sound like a 
hostile criticism. Nothing is further 
from my mind. The United States has 
drifted steadily toward its new fate. 
If the Maine had not been blown up, 
war would not exist today. The neu- 
trality of England forced Admiral 
Dewey’s squadron to sea and to smash 
the Spanish Asiatic squadron and seize 
Manila, was his only course. This ac- 
complished it became instantly ‘mpera- 
tive to send him reinforcements, and 
these had to be strong enough to de- 
feat twenty Spanish regiments, ond 
occupy the principal islands. 

“The same is true of the Atlantic. 
When war was declared it was believed 
that the insurgents were capable of 
taking the field: against the Spanish 
if supplied with arms, ammunition and 
food. It is now known that they are 
wholly incapable of this, and the mili- 
tary authorities have hecome deeply 
averse to any coiperation with the in- 
surgents, holding the view tha! the 
American army should act with com- 
plete independence, so as to be free to 
face whatever situation may arise after 
the Spanish are expelled. To President 
McKinley alone is due the escape of 
this country from the fatal blunder of 
recognizing the insurgents as belliger- 
ents, and for this every’ thinking 
American today is profoundly grateful. 

“Again, there was originally no inten- 
tion of bombarding or seizing Porto 
Rico. Admiral Sampson's bombardment 
was a failure; it should have been 
sooner and final or not ai all. That 
mistake is not to be repeated and the 
second Spanish fleet will not find a base 
there. 

“Moreover, nobody could have fore- 
seen the extraordinary change of pub- 
lic opinion after Admiral Dewey's vic- 
tory. Retween April 30 and May 1a 
revolution took place. On one day the 
idea of keeping the Philippines had not 
occurred to anybody; on the next day 
few people thought of giving them up. 
Now, also, it is appreciated that it is 
impossible to. dispose of them to any 
other power without the gravest com- 
plications, while public sentiment is in- 
tolerant of the idea of restoring them 
to Spain’s misrule. 

“The question is, will the United 
States, when peace is signed, withdraw 
within its old limits, abide by its old 
traditions and resist the temptation of 
empire; or will it accept boldly what the 
fortunes of war have brought and turn 
its face toward a new destiny? The 
struggle will be long and bitter. 

“In view of the sharp division of opin- 
ion, it is obvious the only statesman- 
like course of the President is to finish 
the war first and let the policy take 
care of itself. 

“T have reason to believe it has been 
decided to enforce only a moderate 


‘revenue tariff upon the Philippines to 


which American goods will be subject 
like the goods of other nations, and 
this is already so great a departure 
from tradition as to render other de- 
partures less surprising. Cuba will be 
given every chance of freedom, but if, 
as may well be, she lacks the elements 
of independence, she must become 
American. That Porto Rico will be re- 
tained I feel sure. Europe, therefore, 
needs to envisage a development of 
American policy which will upset many 
calculations and possibly radically 
modify the present balance of power. 
In all this, the relations of England and 
America are vitally concerned.”

The mere fact that the Supreme 
Court of the State has held poker ts 
be a game of “science and skill” has 
sufficed to embolden the ‘“tin-horns,” 
and particularily in this city, where 
it has seemed almost impossible for 
the authorities to make a case against 
thern in the courts. A man, after hav- 
ing heen buncoed out of his money, 
is generally both ready and willing 
to skip out from town and leave the 
bresecution in a tight place, upon hav 
ing the money he lost refunded to 
him. and his ticket purcehas-d for him 
to the point of his destination. Fall- 
ing in that."*there are generally jurors 
who pin their faith in the dictum of 
the Supreme Court, rather than the 
aw and analysis of fact presented for 
their consideration by the prosecution. 
The defense in all of these gambling 
eases never fails to draw the fine dis- 
tinction after the example set by the 
court of last resort. That poker is a 
game of “science and skill” may be 
coneeded, but in the sens: as used 
by the Supreme Court there is very 
decided confiiet of «pinion. 

Ordinarily speaking, sympathy - is 
wasted upon the men who suffer by 
befmre done-up in a poker joint, but 
it might be expected that such as 
dearly love the great American game 
of draw poker, would find {t both 
pleasant and profitaLle become 
posted in regard to the chances of the 
game, both on the deal and on the 
draw. Asa matter of fact. many play- 
ers know little or nothing about the 
matter, and even those who claim to 
speak with authority, differ somewhat 
among themseives. The problem of 
what are thaghances of recciving the 
different hands on the deal 
can be solved, the method of calcula- 
tion and the calculations themselves 
being simple. 

In the first place, it must be ascer- 
taied how many combinations of five 
cards each can be made out of a pack 
of fiftv-two cards. This may be found 


by dividing 19x 4S by Ix 2x3x4x5, 


the result being 2,598,960 possible sets, 
Seventy-eight pairs can be formed; six 
different pairs of aces, six of kings, 
and so on, and each of these pairs 
nay be combined with anv. set of 
three cards that can he meade out of 
the fiftv remaining cards, provided 
that these three cards are all of dif- 
ferent denominations, and that none 
of them are of the same denomina- 
tion as the pair. Out of fifty cards it 
has bes n — that the total number 
of possi) pairs is 1,998,210, and the 
chances of obtaining a pair on fhe deal 
ere therefore 1.098.240. divided by 2,- 
598.930, or about twenty in forty-seven 
deals. 

As to the two-pair hands, there are 
78 pairs above mentioned, and any one 
of these may be combined with one of 
the 72 pairs of a different denomina- 
tion. giving 2808 possible sets of two 
pairs. Each of these sets may be cc 
bined with one of the 44 cards which 
remain after the two pairs and the four 
cards of the same denomination have
